THE; ABO VE STATEMENT IS COERECT. 
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Of nil the ceremonies Indulged In 
by our Indians not one perhope has 
been so universally misunderstood by 
the whljte man ss the Sun Dance. ' 
To the Indian, conversant with Its 
•true meaning, and believing in the ef­ 
ficacy of the ceremonies, he has nev­ 
er been able1 to fully understand why 
the dance lias met with such univers­ 
al condemnation. In his tribal state, 
before the white man came, it vias 
the great event of 
the 
year. 
The 
Pawnees, Kiowas, Arapahoes, Chey­ 
ennes, Poncas, Creeks and Utes all 
freely indulged in It. To them It was 
nearly a condition of their existence. 
Their religious legends and teachings 
all bade them participate. To avoid it 
was (Indian heresy. It brought to­ 
gether the entire tribe and at that 
•time tribal interests and policies were 
discussed and acted on. Social inter­ 
course was a strong factor in build­ 
ing tribal patriotism and love of their 
race. Lasting friendships were made 
and remain even to this day among 
the descendants of those who, in the 
years of long ago, participated. The 
young men looked 
forward 
to the 
events hopefully, wishing that the se­ 
cret symbolisms and societies might 
include him—an honor that he devout 
ly wished, and by all his clan or vil­ 
lage. 
Among the tribes mentioned there 
existed a striking similarity, although 
minor details differed. The presence 
of blood during the ceremony among 
the Kiowas was an ill omen and usu­ 
ally meant the abandonment of the 
ceremony while the reverse character 
Ized the Cheyennes. 
The ceremony was divided into the 
secret rites and the public dance. The 
Secret work was done 
in 
a tepee 
erected 
by the 
medicine 
men 
or 
priests for the 
exclusive 
purpose. 
Around the tepee the camp circle was 
erected in the form of a horseshoe 
with the opening to the east. The med 
icine men, within the secret tepee, 
prepared all the articles used by the 
performers, mixed the paints used by 
the warriors, and indulged in feasting 
fasting and prayer. Signs were used 
for entrance to the tepee, known only 
to those who had been initiated and 
probably ceremonials indulged in that 
has never 
been 
divulged. 
Usually 
three days were consumed in the se­ 
cret preparation for the dance and 
at its close, usually 
a large 
lodge 
was erected to be used for the pub­ 
lic function and dance. Among some 
tribes—prior to 'the dance—tribal af­ 
fairs, such as the passing upon the 
acts of the chief, discusions as to 
the future policy of the tribe, and 
many local matters such as certain 
clans or villages wished to bring to 
the attention of the entire tribe, were 
taken up. At those times the result 
of the deliberations as to all matters 
were always accepted as final and its 
adjudication was never after referred 
to only as law. The dancing could be 
indulged in by all «the members of 
the tribe, if they so desired, but usu­ 
ally only the younger members par­ 
ticipated. Often a period of fasting 
preceded the dance and 
after the 
dance each performer drank the black 
draught 
in order 
to 
thoroughly 
cleanse the body, followed by a per­ 
iod of sweating in a sweat house pre­ 
pared tor the purpose. 
It is claimed, and seemingly true, 
that those who participated in the 
dance and the 
libations and 
rites 
which followed were better physically 
to rthe ordeal. 
^ 
When the missionaries went among 
•the Indians the ceremonies and rites 
were so opposed to Christian ideals— 
were seemingly pagan in their faith, 
and based upon a very 
vague 
and 
superstitious 
spiritual 
condition— 
that a strong 
sentiment 
developed 
against it. That sentiment grew as 
•the red brother come to know more 
and more of the Christian faith, and

COUNTRY COURTS 


HIVE JURISDICTION 


Muskogee, Okla., July 28.—Holding 
that Oklahoma county courts have 
power to approve deeds by full-blood 
heirs wheje the original allottees died 
before May 27, 1908, and that the ap­ 
proval of the secretary is not neces­ 
sary to such deeds and knocking out

I CHINESE PUZZLE 


Boston, Mass., July 29.—Lanes are 
feeing drawn for one of the most in­ 


teresting state campaigns in the his­ 
tory of Massachusetts. 
In 
the Bay 
State this fall an entire state ticket, 
bpth branches of the legislature and 
numerous county officers are to 
be 
chosen at the polis. The campaign is 
now on for the nominations, 
which 
will be made at a general primary two 
months hence. 
At present the political situation ap­ 
pears to be in the worst possible mud­ 
dle. The confusion that now prevails 
may be said to arise wholly from the 
attitude of Governor Foss, who is now 
serving his third term. The governor 
is expected to be a candidate for a 
fourth term. But, strange as it may 
seem, even his most intimate political 
associates do not know 
whether he 
will seek the democratic nomination 
or 
the 
republican 
nomination, 
or 
whether he will pass up both parties 
and run independently. 
Though elected three times on the 
democratic ticket, Governor Foss is 
undoubtedly out of sympathy with the 
democratic party at present. His pub­ 
lic statements say that he believes the 
democratic policy of tariff revision is 
no better than the republican policy 
as evidenced on the Aldrich bill. The 
governor is first. last and all the time 
fighting for reciprocal trade relations 
with foreign countries. 
There is no question but that in the 
past few’ weeks the governor has been 
sparring with the republicans, and 
this has given rise to the belief in 
some circles that he may enter the 
republican primaries. 
The governor 
was a strong republican until a few 
years ago, when he accepted a demo­ 
cratic nomination for congress, and 
many democrats accuse him of still 
being a republican a t bean;. The gov­ 
ernor has lent countenance to this by 
bls recognition of republicans in his 
appointments and by the fact that he 
has sent for many of the republican 
leaders to talk over the situation. Ait 
the present time one of his republi­ 
can friends is circulating petitions to 
have his name placed on the republi­ 
can primary ballot, but whether with 
I 
without the governor's Sanction is 
ot known. 
There is a growing belief that the 
only logical course for governor Foss 
to pursue i sto run as an independ­ 
ent candidate. And it la believed the 
governor himself is inclined to take 
this view. It is doubtful if he could 
poll anything like 
the 
full 
party 
strength on either the democratic or 
republican tickets. But by running 
independently it is figured that he 
could draw a considerable element 
from both parties. 
As an independent 
candidate «tbe 


governor probably would make a re­ 
form in the labor situation his big 
local issue. He maintains 
that 
the 
leadership~bf organized labor in Mass 
achusetts and throughout the country 
is corrupt, and that the members of 
organized labor would support any 
movement for reform within the or­ 
ganization.

With the democratic party more or 
less disrupted over Governor Foss the 
republicans believe they have a good 
chance of reclaiming the Bay State 
at the fall election. The democratic 
nomination for governor is expected 
to go to Lieutenant Governor David 
I. Walsh. Last year Mr. Walsh with­ 
drew from the fight for the demo­ 
cratic nomination for governor be­ 
cause he believed that Governor Foss 
was entitled on his record to anoth­ 
er term. Mr. Foss was reelected and 
Mr. Walsh was elected the first dem­ 
ocratic lieutenant governor in the his­ 
tory of the state. In announcing his 
candidacy for governor this year Mr. 
W a1 sh declared he had the assurance 
of Governor Foss that he (Governor 
Foss) would not se$fc renomination 
on the democratic ticket Mr. Walsh 
is expected to receive the support of 
the regular democratic organization. 
The republicans enter the campaign 
handicapped by the lack of a strong 
candidate and the opposition of the 
progressives. Colonel Everett C. Ben­ 
ton is the only avowed ’candidate for 
the republican gubernatorial nom! 
nation, and there appears to be little 
doubt but that he will receive the 
nomination without opposition. 
Col­ 
onel Benton has the reputation of be­ 
ing an able business man. but is with 
out experience in public 
life. 
Last 
year he was an unsuccessful candi­ 
date for the republican nomination. 
Just what figure the ‘Progressives 
will cut in the fight for the governor­ 
ship is problematical. The party or­ 
ganization now has several thousand 
nomination papers out throughout the 
state, and an attempt is to be made 
to file for all county aa well as state 
offices. The progressives have started 
off in earnest, and despite the fact 
that the enrollment of the party is 
relatively 
small, 
every 
member 
throughout the state is 
being 
can­ 
vassed for his signature. 
The 
pro­ 
gressive nomination for the governor 
ship will go without 
opposition co 
Charles Sumner Bird. who is already 
buay on the stump 
throughout the 
state. Mr. Bird Is a conservative bus­ 
iness man aud a nable politician aud

Judge S. Heard, father of

Heard, tax assessor of Pontotoc coun­ 
ty, occurred Monday at I o’clock at 
St. Luke’s hospital in S t Louis.

Judge Heard was a typical gentle­ 
man of the old school of the South 
which is so rapidly passing away.
